inany cooks spoil the broth." I am con- 
vinced that there should be but one 
organization for each division of the 
fruit growing Interests within the lim- 
its of California: the divisions to be, 
first—in ipriority of organization—cir- 
rus 
fruits,: 
sccond,ralsins: 
third, 


prunes and dried fruits: fourth, nuts, 
and fifth, decidu-us fruits. Each or- 
ganization should be given absolute 
control of the crop and 
Us 
officers 
sliould have the cordial and unwaver- 
Insr suDDOrt of its members so as to 
most thoroughly centralize,the power, 
for the stronger you make the head of 
your organization the greater influence 
and success you will secure. 
This 


,,.incipal has been adopted by the rai- 
sin growers anfl although • we nave 
members and packing houses 
from 
Woodland to San Diego, \ve find no dif- 
ficulty, in having every uound of rai- 
sins invoiced from our office in Fresn 
and every grower paid-for his cro 
from the same office. 
It may appea 
later on that the management of thes 
•arious fruit interests could be rarrie 
on more economically by merping them 
into one organization. That subject 
however, can with safety be allowed t 


a narket for our products, but much 
more than that it Is the good will and 
active assistance of the trade that will 
secure customers for you.

lustration I may say that our crop, of 
raisins in 1897 was 3250 carloads and 
being without organisation our prices 
dropped till. In December unpacked 
raisins could not be sold at 1 cent per 
pound, and we had to carry over 1000 
carloads into the following season. In 
1898 our crop was 3500 carloads, but 
with organisation -we put up the price 
of unpacked raisins to 3 cents per 
pound, and-Bold the whole crop, to- 
gether with the 1000 cars carried over 


THIS TEAR'S SHOWING. 


This year the crop Is estimated at 


2700 carloads of 10 tons each, and with 
organization we have raised the price 
of, unpacked raisins from last year's 
figure of 3 cents to within a fraction 
of 5 eents-a pound, or In two years from 
1 cent to nearly 5 cents 
At this price 
there have already been shipped out 
and paid for 22M carloads; 150 cars of 
the remainder are sold on time orders 
and the remaining 350 cars are under 
contract of sale and will be paid by 
January 15th next .thus closing up the 
grower's business on a cash basis with- 
in four months from the beginning of 
harvest, and for the first time In the 
history of the Industry. 


Mainly as a result of this success

pealed to the growers to arrange to do 
their own parking and selling inde- 
pendently of the packers, but without 
aval), there being a large minority who 
feared to venture.

with the packers was therefore entered 
Inio under which we have worked this 
season, which was more stringent than 
the previous one and which provided 
that at the beginning of the season we 
would distribute the crop among the 
•arious packers at our discretion by 
in allotment, and each packer was i 
SEVENTY-FIVE PER CENT. 


Second. Having secured the 
right 


men to manage the business, at least 
quired to agree to buy and pay for ,on 
or before January 15th next at prices 
to be fixed by us, all of the raisins al- 
loted to him; all raisins to be paid for 
in cash before shipment. On these 
terms 117 per cent of the whole cron, 
no matter what the quantity might 
prove to he, was applied, for.

NEW YORK, Dec. 16.—The London 


correspondent of the Tribum; cables: 


The war in South Africa is a popular 


one and successive defeats- will not 
dampen the spirits of Englishmen who 
are ready to make any sacrifices in men 
and money that may be needed 
to 


bring the campaign to successful Is- 
*ite. 


No war correspondent with the Brit- 


ish forces in Natal has managed as yet 
to get an independent account of; the 
batttle through, but a detailed descrip- 
tion cannot be long delayed. 


The government is certainly acting 


with promptitude as it has been 
an- 


nounced officially that arrangements 
will be made for the early dispatch of 
Lhe Seventh as well as the Sixth div- 
isions and for making good the losses 
sustained by the artillery.

vonced along a narrow road with tin 
sea on one aide and high cliffs on thi 
other. 
Finally they were compellp< 


to enter a rocky pass approaching. i 
across a bridge so narrow that tlie? 


compelled to march two abreast 


Just as they entered the pass there 
was a great explosion almost iii thel 
faces and they were covered with a 
shower of soft earth. 
The insurgents 


had prepared a gunpowder mine to an 
nibilate the party but the soil and the 
rocks were so powdery that the Amei 
leans suffered 
no 
injuries beyond 


bruises. 


The explosion was followed by 


brief but exciting experience. 
Imme 


dlately after the report, Filipinos hid 
den In the cliffs opened fire.' Twc 
Americans and five natives fell at the 
first volley which came from very shor 
range. 
The commander of the itollc 


was hit in the hand and a pair of fiel< 


-which he carried were shatter 


ed. 
The police were thrown into coi 


fusion and after a moment's hesita 
tlon they fell back and began tn run 
leaving the few Americans to bearkthi 
attack.

ands upon taking the oath of allegiance 
o the United States. 
(C).-a resident 


if these islands prior to 'April 1. 1 
iltherto a subject of Spain and native 
>f the peninsula, upon* abjuring his al- 
cgiance to Spain and taking the oath 
of allegiance to the United States* 


"Masters and watch officers of ves- 


sels are required to take the oath- of 
allegiance to the United States (this* 
may be waived by the governor.)" 


The hardship of the order from the 


merchants standpoint lies in the fact 
that there are no American citizens 
available for ownership. 
In normal 


times Negros and Panay provinces pro- 
duce 125,000 tons of sugar each season.

OLD AGE PENSIONS. 


New System Adopted by th 


Pennsylvania Railroad. 


PHILADELPHIA. Dec. 1*.—It Is of 


ficially announced that the'plan of pen 
sloning aged employes by the Pennsy 
vanla railway will be put Into effec 
on January 1, 1900. There will be 950 
employes, all ot the Eastern dlvlulon 
retired and r>enaloned off that date 
Thereafter all officers and employe* 
not yet 70 years of age will be retire 
and pensioned on the first day of th 
month following the attainment of tha 
age. 
The plan also provides for an 


age limit for the employment of new 
men, no new employe to be taken int 
the service who is over 35 years of age 


Employes retired under the plan are 


to receive a pension equal to 1 pe 
cent for each year of continuous ser 
vice of the average salary for the las 
ten years. It also provides for the re 
tirement of all officers and employes 
between the ages of 65 and £9 years 
who have been thirty years in the ser 
vice of the company and who are phy 
sicaliy disqualified and the payment t 
them of a pension computed on th 
same basis. These pensions will be 
payable at the same rate during th 
lives of the pensioners, provided the to 
tal amount for the pensions shall no 
exceed the sum of $300,000 per annum 
When the total expenditures for pen 
slon exceed the above sum a read 
justment of the pension roll on th 
basis of a lower percentage will b 
made.

that his wife and daughter were miss, 
ing. 


A few hours earlier, a deadly fire at- 


tacked the five-story tenement house 
on Tenth avenue,burning to death Mia 
Martin Fox and her child, two and half 
years old. The charred remains of both 
were found after the fire. Mr. Fox Is a 
hackman and was not at home. 


The fire at One Hundred and Second 


street and Third avenue is supposed to 
have started in the cellar. The air 
shaft in the building and stairs aided 
the fire in gaining such rapid headway 
that there was no successful fighting 
of the flames which had gained trem- 
endous headway when the firemen ar- 
rived. 


The building was occupied by a liquor 


store on the first floor and on the upper 
floors by families. "When the fire was 
discovered by a man named Ward the 
flames were coming out of the hallway. 
The man could not enter the hallway 
but he ran into the street and threw 
stones at the building. There was no 
flre escape in the front of the building. 
Presently Ward saw at the fourth 
floor window a woman hanging on-the 
ledge, the flre having already invaded 
the rooms. She proved to be Delia 
O'Connelt. Her sister was also cllmb- 


out of the window and she had al- 


ready been severely burned and half 
suffocated by smoke. 


Both women were hanging from the 


window when & hook and ladder truck 
came up. The men at once put up 
scaling and extension ladder and the 
firemen climbed up. At the fourth floor 
another woman, Mrs. Susan McAdee, 
60 years old. was found partly burned 
and dazed by smoke, hangine out of a 


•inflow. The 
firemen 
tied • a 
rope 


around Mrs. McAdee and let her safely 
down. 


Three firemen caught the O'Connell 


woman in their arms.not an instant too 
soon. Both were badly burned. 
By 


this time many men and women were 
found at the windows, having been 
driven out of their rooms by flames. 


A few of the people escaped by the 


rear, where there were fire escaps. 


Hook and Ladder .Captain Turpenny 


scaled a ladder to the top floor, and 
found little Mary Barrett holding on 
to the window ledge. A sheet of flame 
had struck her in the eyes and burned 
them out. Her father, mother and lit- 
tle sister were burned to death. 
Thi 


doctors say she cannot live. 


May Seary was found at one of the 


upper floor windows crouching in a 
corner, too suffocated by smoke and too 
much burned to be able to help her- 
ilf. 
The loss on the building was (40,000. 
The Other fire, in Tenth avenue, near 


Thirty-Eighth street, started in the 
basement or first fioor hallway and 
when It was discovered had such head- 
way that It was impossiblfi to enter. 
The families on the upper part of the 
house, fled to the roof, when they easily 
reached the street The firemen on go- 
ing through the house after the. fire 
had been subdued, found two bodies at 
the foot of the stairs on the third floor: 
The positions showed that the woman 
had been trying to carry her child up 
the stairs. 


The damage to: the building by the 


flre was comparatively small.
